I  im- 
mediately told  him  to  go  back  to  the 
dentist  who  made  them.  His  reply  was, 
"My  wife  bought  a  corner  cupboard 
at  an  antique  sale  and  I  found  them 
in  one  of  the  drawers."

I  enrolled  as  a  medical  student  in  the

to  "serve."  This  atmosphere  of  service 
surrounded  me  as  most  of  the  faculty 
consisted  of  successful  volunteers.

We 
worked  in  pairs  and  were  able  to 
borrow  a  model-T  Ford  for  our  trans- 
portation. A  kit  was  packed  at  MCV 
and  the  chief  drug  was  a  small  bottle 
of  chloroform. 

Our  first  call  took  us  to  a  very 
modest  apartment  building  with  a  long 
hall  and  rooms  on  each  side.  Our 
patient  was  in  the  last  room.  She 
seemed  to  be  doing  well  and  in  the 
advanced  stages  of  labor.  A  midwife 
and  two  neighbors  were  also  in  at- 
tendance. We  sat  down  to  observe 
and  wait  as  labor  pains  increased. 
Finally,  the  mother  got  the  midwife 
to  request  we  leave  the  room  for  a  few 
minutes.  This  we  welcomed,  but  no 
sooner  had  we  walked  to  the  front 
when  many  cries  filled  the  hall,  "Come, 
Doctor,  come."

I  was  surprised 
and  hesitant  to  accept,  but  at  the 
urging  of  Dr.  James  T.  Tucker  and 
the  late  Dr.  Austin  Dodson,  I  agreed 
to  do  so.  Upon  assuming  duties  as 
president,  I  soon  became  aware  that 
the  poor  attendance  at  meetings  and 
the  weak  relationship  between  the 
alumni  and  the  College  was  due  to  the 
inadequate  facilities  provided  for  the 
Alumni  Association's  approximately 
2,000  members  and  its  secretary.  The 
Alumni  Board  met  in  whatever  room 
the  College  could  make  available,  and 
its  secretary  worked  in  closet-like 
quarters.  A  further  complication  was 
the  lack  of  working  capital  since  the 
Association  had  expended  its  three 
dollar  per  member  annual  dues  on 
alumni  banquets. 

Immediately,  we  set  out  to  raise  the 
annual  dues  to  ten  dollars,  and  to 
find  near  the  college,  a  permanent 
meeting  place  to  create  a  focus  for 
alumni  activity  and  thought.  The  late 
Dr.  Hudnall  Ware  and  I  found  that 
the  former  residence  of  the  naval  ex- 
perimenter, Matthew  Fontaine  Maury, 
could  be  purchased  for  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars.  When  I  presented  this  to 
the  directors,  I  met  with  strong  op- 
position. Believing  in  the  necessity  of 
the  project,  despite  opposition,  I  of- 
fered to  buy  the  building  myself  and 
rent  it  to  the  Association,  Whereupon 
the  directors  reversed  their  position 
and  voted  for  the  purchase  of  the 
building.    The    alumni    responded    so 


favorably  to  the  purchase  that  the 
mortgage  was  paid  oif  within  three 
years,  the  original  purchase  taking 
place  in  March,  1947.  Early  in  that 
same  year,  a  committee  from  the  Asso- 
ciation, approached  the  College  presi- 
dent. Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger,  for  a  thirty 
thousand  dollar  loan  for  improvements 
and  an  annex  to  the  alumni  center. 
This  loan  was  paid  off  within  five 
years;  a  further  index  of  the  enthusi- 
asm of  the  alumni  for  its  "home"  at 
the  college. 

I  feel  that  the  relationship  of  the 
Alumni  Association  to  the  College 
improved  most  favorably  with  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  building  and  most 
importantly  with  the  establishment  of 
a  liaison  representative  from  the  alumni 
to  the  College  Board,  a  position  which 
was  held  until  Virginia  Commonwealth 
took  over. 

I  look  back  upon  this  job  with 
pleasant  memories  and  a  feeling  of 
accomplishment  shared  with  my 
friends  who  supported  me  in  these 
endeavors.

in  1923,  Doctor  Mease  busied  him- 
self with  private  practice,  teaching, 
and  the  operation  of  two  drug  stores 
which  he  had  acquired  by  way  of  his 
previous  degree  in  pharmacy  and 
interest  in  business.  On  January  1, 
1926,  Doctor  Mease  left  Richmond, 
moving  to  Dunedin,  Florida.  Seeing 
the  need  for  medical  care  in  this  west- 
coastal  area,  he  began  planning  a  hos- 
pital and  clinic  on  which  construction 
was  begun  in  1932.  The  hospital 
opened  its  doors  to  the  public  on 
April  18,  1937.  From  its  original  19- 
bed,  one-doctor  size,  the  hospital  and 
clinic  has  grown  to  312  beds  and  a 
40-physician  clinic  and  by  1980  will 
total  650  beds  and  75  physicians.  He 
established  the  hospital  and  clinic  as 
a  nonprofit  corporation  governed  by 
a  board  of  trustees  on  which  he  served 
as  president  until  1969.  He  then  be- 
came chairman. 

Doctor  Mease  has  served  as  a  city 
commissioner  and  president  and  direc- 
tor of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  as  well  as  in  a  variety 
of  capacities  in  other  civic  and  social 
organizations.  In  1947  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Florida  Blue 
Cross  and  served  until  1969.  Doctor 
Mease  envisioned  a  home  for  retired 
citizens  in  Dunedin  and  was  instru- 
mental in  the  development  of  the 
nonprofit  Mease  Manor  corporation 
— a  423-resident,  nine-story  apartment 
complex.  He  has  served  as  president 
of  this  corporation  since  its  inception 
in  1963.

BRIEFfNGS-MCV 


Provost  for  MCV 

A  newly  established  position  of  pro- 
vost for  MCV  was  announced  on 
March  13.  Dr.  M.  Pinson  Neal,  Jr., 
received  the  appointment.  Doctor  Neal 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Ten- 
nessee School  of  Medicine.  He  interned 
at  MCV  and  served  his  residency  in 
radiology  at  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin. He  came  to  MCV  in  1963,  as 
associate  professor  of  radiology;  in 
1968,  was  made  assistant  dean  of  med- 
icine; in  1969,  director  of  continuing 
education;  and  in  1971,  assistant  vice 
president  of  MCV  and  interim  dean  of 
medicine. 

The  provost  will  coordinate  and  di- 
rect the  activities  of  the  two  vice  presi- 
dents for  MCV.  He  will  work  with  co- 
ordinating the  educational  programs  in 
the  hospital  among  his  other  duties. 

Cardwell  Lectureship  Established 

The  Alumni  Association  of  the 
School  of  Hospital  Administration  of 
MCV  established  a  lectureship  for  the 
American  College  of  Hospital  Admin- 
istrators honoring  Charles  P.  Cardwell, 
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Jr.  The  first  lecture  was  presented  on 
February  23. 

Alumni  know  and  love  Mr.  Card- 
well,  who  was  a  familiar  figure  on  the 
MCV  campus.  Doctor  Sanger  in  his 
book  "As  I  Remember"  says  about 
him:  "Early  one  morning,  Mr.  Charles 
P.  Cardwell,  Jr.,  then  superintendent 
of  buildings  and  grounds  (1940-1945), 
came  to  my  office  and  said  he  wanted 
to  learn  to  be  a  hospital  director.  When 
I  asked  him  how  he  thought  he  could 
do  this,  he  said,  I'll  come  early  and 
stay  late.  He  did  this  and  in  due  time 
won  the  cooperation  and  esteem  of  the 
public,  the  staff,  and  our  Board.  He 
gained  this  esteem  as  director  of  the 
Hospital  Division,  vice  president  and 
director,  and  later  also  as  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  College  for  development. 
Moreover,  he  won  many  state  and 
national  honors  for  hospital  admin- 
istration." Mr.  Cardwell  and  Dr.  John 
Bell  Williams  were  the  cofounders  of 
the  School  of  Hospital  Administration. 

School  of  Medicine 

The  Educational  Planning  and  De- 
velopment Program  for  the  Health  Sci- 


ences was  established  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  on  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary, 1973.  Loren  Williams,  Ph.D., 
serves  as  professor  of  Educational 
Planning  and  Development  and  direc- 
tor of  the  Program.  The  Program  is 
designed  to  assist  the  several  health 
science  schools  in  defining  their  educa- 
tional goals  and  objectives  and  to  as- 
sist in  the  process  of  reaching  these 
goals. 

The  problem  of  developing  goals  can 
be  approached  in  a  number  of  ways. 
Since  there  is  a  general  commitment  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  to  have 
the  best  health  sciences  educational 
programs  in  the  country,  goal  develop- 
ment here  is  starting  with  an  attempt 
to  define  "best."  This  process  has  be- 
gun, and  it  must  be  a  continuing  proc- 
ess, by  asking  each  dean  to  describe 
what  the  educational  programs  under 
his  cognizance  would  be  like  if  his  pro- 
grams were  indeed  the  best. 

General  assistance  in  achieving  edu- 
cational goals  will  be  provided  in  a 
number  of  ways.  These  include  indi- 
vidual consultations  with  faculty  mem- 
bers,   workshops,    and   seminars.   For 
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example,  one  department  in  the  School 
of  Medicine  is  interested  in  moving 
away  from  an  almost  complete  de- 
pendence on  lecturing  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  materials  for  student  self-study 
and  follow-through  discussions  involv- 
ing several  faculty  members  with 
smaller  groups  of  students.  There  is 
growing  commitment  to  the  concept 
that  to  the  extent  educational  objec- 
tives are  specified  with  precision,  the 
allocation  of  faculty  and  student  effort 
toward  achievement  of  these  objectives 
becomes  easier.  Assistance  is  now  be- 
ing provided  to  one  residency  program 
in  the  refinement  of  their  educational 
objectives  and  the  development  of  pro- 
cedures to  assist  faculty  in  determin- 
ing when  residents  have  met  target 
objectives.  The  importance  of  planning 
continuing  education  activities  to  meet 
most  effectively  the  needs  of  practicing 
professionals  is  well  recognized  by 
readers  of  this  journal.  Assistance  is 
now  being  provided  to  the  School  of 
Allied  Health  Sciences  and  to  the 
School  of  Medicine  in  planning  for 
continuing  education  activities  that  will 
be  responsive  to  the  needs  of  practi- 
tioners. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  the 
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use  of  computers  to  assist  in  the  edu- 
cational process.  Although  it  is  clear 
that  students  can  learn  from  computers 
once  the  proper  instructional  materials 
have  been  prepared  and  put  into  the 
computer,  most  applications  within 
education  to  date  have  been  costly  and 
have  made  little  imaginative  use  of 
computer  capability.  More  information 
is  needed  about  cost,  acceptability,  and 
utility  of  computers  in  health  sciences 
education  to  permit  well-founded  de- 
cisions about  their  long  term  use. 

Dr.  David  Hopp,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  Educational  Planning  and 
Development,  is  the  manager  of  a  con- 
tinuing trial  use  of  computers  in  in- 
struction. Several  computer  terminals 
on  the  campus  are  connected  to  a  net- 
work providing  our  students  and  fac- 
ulty access  to  instructional  programs 
prepared  by  the  Ohio  State  University 
School  of  Medicine,  the  University  of 
Illinois  College  of  Medicine,  and  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Hospital.  The  pro- 
gram is  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Lister  Hill  National  Library  of  Med- 
icine. 

Dr.  Paul  Munson,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  Educational  Planning  and  De- 
velopment, is  devoting  most  of  his  time 
to  working  with  faculty  who  are  inter- 
ested in  developing  self-instructional 
materials  in  the  area  of  cancer  detec- 
tion, treatment,  and  patient  rehabilita- 
tion. 

In  the  near  future  the  Program  anti- 
cipates the  addition  of  faculty  who  will 
have  primary  responsibility  for  assist- 
ing in  the  general  area  of  evaluation. 
As  financial  constraints  become  tighter, 
it  is  evermore  important  to  assess  con- 
tinually the  adequacy  and  effectiveness 
of  all  our  educational  programs  so  that 
limited  resources  can  be  used  most 
judiciously. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  has 
a  long  established  commitment  to  ex- 
cellence in  education.  This  has  been 
exemplified  by  the  creation  of  one  of 
the  first  offices  of  research  in  medical 
education  in  the  country  in  the  early 
60's,  the  establishment  and  continued 
effective  utilization  of  perhaps  the  best 
Visual  Education  Department  in  health 
science  education,  and  the  very  recent 
successful  drive  to  obtain  support  for 
the  development  of  the  finest  clinical 
educational  facilities  in  the  country. 
The  new  Educational  Planning  and  De- 
velopment Program  is  another  example 
of  this  continuing  commitment.

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that 
Miss  Katherine  Bobbitt  has  been 
named  assistant  dean  for  the  under- 
graduate curriculum  effective  July  1, 
1973.  Miss  Bobbitt  will. replace  Mrs. 
Helen  Wiesmann  who  will  retire  from 
the  School  of  Nursing,  June  30,  1973. 
It  is  nice  to  have  an  alumna  assume 
this  important  position,  at  this  time. 
We  are  all  looking  forward  to  Miss 
Bobbitt's  contributions.  We  know  that 
she  will  welcome  hearing  from  alum- 
nae  about  her  new  appointment. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Wies- 
mann for  her  dedicated  and  distin- 
guished service  to  our  School  and  to 
nursing.  Her  contributions,  in  so  many 
ways,  will  be  long  remembered  and 
stand  as  "monuments"  to  her  achieve- 
ments. We  all  wish  her  every  happiness 
in  her  future  years  and  we  hope  she 
will  continue  to  keep  in  touch  with  us. 

In  December,  1972,  for  the  first 
time  since  the  initiation  of  the  mas- 
ter's program,  three  students  com- 
pleted all  of  the  requirements  in  three 
semesters.  These  graduates  have  taken 
important  positions  in  nursing.  Miss 
Joyce  Miller  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  at  Radford  Col- 
lege; we  feel  this  is  another  way  we 
are  helping  the  southwestern  part  of 
our  state.  Miss  Margaret  Kennedy 
joined  our  faculty  for  the  teaching 
of  maternal-child  nursing  and  Mrs. 
Maslin  Young  has  become  a  clinical 
specialist  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital  in 
Richmond.  There  will  be  additional 
students  finishing  in  June,  1973. 

We  have  received  many  more  ap- 
plications for  admission  to  our  under- 
graduate program  in  September,  1973, 
than  we  could  accept.  There  was  a 
significant  increase  in  the  number  of 
qualified  applicants  which  required  us 
to  discontinue  accepting  applications 
in  March,  1973.  Enrollment  of  110 
junior  students  is  anticipated  in  Sep- 
tember,  1973. 

Our  School  of  Nursing  originated 
and  is  implementing  a  state-wide 
project  in  which  we  are  arranging  re- 
ciprocal visits  with  the  faculties  of 
schools  of  nursing  all  over  the  state. 
There  has  been  much  interest  in  this 
project  and  it  is  hoped  that  six  schools 
of  nursing  can  be  visited  by  Septem- 
ber, 1973.  All  schools  of  nursing  are 
invited  to  participate  for  the  purpose 
of  discussion  and  review  of  various 
programs    and    to    ascertain   ways    in 
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which  faculties  can  be  of  additional 
services  to  each  other. 

Our  School  of  Nursing  is  cooperat- 
ing, also,  with  the  School  of  Nursing 
at  the  University  of  Virginia  to  begin 
planning  for  offering  credit  courses 
away  from  the  campus.  The  first  ap- 
proach to  this  innovative  idea  in  Vir- 
ginia will  be  through  the  Northern 
Virginia  Consortia.  Doctor  Yingling 
is  a  member  of  the  planning  com- 
mittee which  includes  the  acting  dean 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  and  others  inter- 
ested from  agencies  in  Northern 
Virginia  and  the  State  Council  of 
Higher  Education.  It  is  hoped  that 
cooperative  planning  will  result  in  a 
demonstration  project  whereby  facul- 
ties from  the  two  schools  of  nursing 
can  provide  courses  for  credit  which 
then  can  be  applied  towards  the 
bachelor's  degree  in  nursing  at  the 
participating  universities.  Numerous 
meetings  have  been  held  to  begin  this 
type  of  planning  and  progress  is  grad- 
ually being  made.  It  is  hoped  that, 
if  the  plan  can  be  implemented  for 
nurses  in  Northern  Virginia,  similar 
plans  might  be  initiated  in  other  areas 
of  the  state. 

A  consortia  of  master's  programs 
in  nursing  in  North  Carolina,  Virginia, 
Maryland,  and  West  Virginia  have 
been  developed  and  a  grant  request 
for  funding  the  program  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  Division  of  Nursing, 
Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare.  The  MCV-VCU  School  of 
Nursing  will  be  the  host  institution 
for  this  exciting  project  if  it  is  financed. 

Efforts  at  research  in  nursing  are 
beginning  to  move  forward.  Dr.  Gloria 
Francis,  who  assumed  the  position 
to  develop  research  concepts  in  nurs- 
ing in  the  School  and  hospital  patient 
care  services,  is  beginning  to  initiate 
various  approaches  which  should  prove 
beneficial  to  the  School's  educational 
programs  and  to  the  improvement  of 
patient-care  services. 

The  School  continues  to  participate 
in  as  many  ways  as  possible  with  the 
Department  of  Nursing  and  the  faculty 
are  becoming  more  involved  in  direct 
patient  care. 

We  are  extremely  gratified  that  Gov- 
ernor Holton's  budget  included  funds 
for  continued  planning  for  the  Health 
Sciences  Building.  During  the  re- 
mainder of  1973,  we  will  be  making 
plans  for  the  details  of  this  building 
which  will  house  the  Schools  of  Nurs- 
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ing.  Pharmacy,  Allied  Health,  and  the 
Department  of  Pharmacology. 

The  architects  rendering  of  the  pro- 
posed building  and  the  space  allocated 
to  the  School  of  Nursing  look  exciting. 
We  will  anticipate  with  much  pleasure 
more  detailed  planning  to  share  with 
all  alumnae  at  the  appropriate  time. 

Looking  Ahead  In  Medical 
Technology 

With  the  rapid  advancement  of 
knowledge  in  the  field  of  laboratory 
medicine,  the  need  for  highly  skilled 
and  knowledgeable  medical  technolo- 
gists has  been  recognized  as  a  national 
problem.  With  the  establishment  of  two 
other  programs  for  laboratory  workers 
(clinical  laboratory  assistants  and  med- 
ical laboratory  technicians)  to  meet  the 
demands  for  personnel,  the  baccalau- 
reate degree-holding  medical  technolo- 
gists will  be  the  trouble  shooters,  prob- 
lem solvers,  and  supervisors  of  all  of 
the  employees  in  the  laboratory.  It  has 
been  recognized  that  the  length  of  time 
the  student  spends  in  the  Department 
must  be  increased  from  the  current 
one-year  requirement  to  two  years. 

In  June  of  1974,  the  last  students  on 


the  one-year  program  will  be  admitted. 
In  the  fall  of  that  year,  the  first  junior 
class  will  be  enrolled. 

The  faculty  of  the  Department  of 
Medical  Technology  has  grown  from 
two  in  1968  to  seven  in  1972.  Many 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  content 
of  the  courses  offered.  Thirty  to  thirty- 
four  seniors  are  admitted  each  year 
with  applications  running  from  60-80 
per  year.  The  master's  program  which 
was  begun  in  1967  with  two  students 
has  grown  to  ten  to  twelve  per  year. 
Microbiology  seems  to  be  the  most 
popular  discipline  in  which  students 
wish  to  continue. 

The  anticipation  of  a  new  building 
is  a  cause  for  great  enthusiasm.

Faculty  roster  information  for 
AAMC  has  provided  some  interesting 
information.  From  all  graduating  years, 
171  MCV  graduates  are  represented 
on  paid  medical  school  faculties,  largely 
full  time.  This  represents  4.9%,  a 
high  level  among  state-supported 
schools  (it  was  highest  in  the  United 
States  last  year).  Of  these   171,   102 
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are  at  other  medical  schools  and  69  at 
MCV,  where  they  comprise  about 
27%  of  the  faculty.  Thus,  73%  of 
MCV's  School  of  Medicine  faculty  are 
graduates  of  other  schools.  (Quoted 
from  Dr.  Warren  H.  Pearse's  "Dean's 
Office  Newsletter.")

Floyd  Harold  Kushner,  a  graduate 
of  the  School  of  Medicine,  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  in  1966,  was  the 
only  American  doctor  captured  in  Viet- 
nam. Doctor  Kushner  is  a  native  of 
Danville,  Virginia.  He  received  his 
B.A.  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  interned  at  Tripler  General 
Hospital,  Honolulu,  Hawaii.  He  went 
to  Vietnam  in  the  fall  of  '67  and 
was  captured  three  days  after  his 
helicopter  crashed  in  the  mountains 
around  Due  Tho,  South  Vietnam.  "I 
had  a  bullet  wound  in  the  left  shoulder, 
a  broken  wrist,  and  two  fractured 
teeth.  Two  aspirin  were  the  only  treat- 
ment I  got.  The  bullet  was  removed 
without  anesthesia.  This  was  typical 
of  the  medical  treatment  of  the  pris- 
oners." He  was  imprisoned  at  Quang 
Nam  until  February,  1971,  when  he 
was  walked  for  57  days  to  Hanoi.  "I 
was  damned  glad  to  get  to  North  Viet- 
nam, to  get  to  a  jail.  I  thought  it  was 
splendid  there." 

"I'd  like  to  paint  for  you  a  graphic 
picture  of  a  prototype  POW  after  six 
or  eight  months  interment  in  the  south. 

"First  of  all,  the  man  had  lost  40  to 
50  pounds  of  his  body  weight.  He  had 
chronic  malaria.  His  liver  was  en- 
larged. His  spleen  was  enlarged.  He 
was  stricken  with  shaking  chills  and 
intermittent  fevers. 

"He  was  defecating  30  to  40  times

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a  day.  His  feet  and  ankles  were  swollen 
from  lack  of  protein  and  retention  of 
body  fluid.  His  scrotum  was  swollen  to 
the  size  of  softballs. 

"He  had  running  sores  all  over  his 
body,  torso,  ankles,  feet,  palms  and 
soles.  He  was  unable  to  work,  but  he 
had  to  work  to  survive. 

"We  did  slave  labor  in  Quang  Nam. 
We  went  out  and  chopped  wood  for 
the  Vietnamese.  We  carried  trees  to 
build  their  home.  We  carried  grass.  We 
worked  in  the  rice  fields.  We  walked 
six  or  seven  miles  through  the  moun- 
tains barefooted,  sometimes  with  Ho 
Chi  Minh  sandals,  sometimes  bare- 
footed, and  dug  this  maniok  (a  starchy, 
tuberous  root)  out  of  the  ground.  A 
basket  of  maniok  weighed  90  to  100 
pounds.  We  tried  to  put  it  on  our 
backs  and  carry  it  back  through  the 
mud  and  up  mountains  in  this  condi- 
tion. 

"A  man's  abdomen  was  protuberant 
with  fluid.  His  arms  and  legs  were 
skinny  from  muscle  atrophy.  If  you've 
seen  the  picture  of  the  children  in 
Biafra,  and  I'm  sure  you  have,  that's 
the  typical  way  an  American  POW 
looked  like  in  June  and  July,  1968 
and  later. 

"And  these  weren't  children  in  Bi- 
afra, these  were  young,  strong,  Amer- 
ican soldiers  and  I'm  very  damn  bitter 
about  it. 

"Now,  the  protein,  the  lack  of  pro- 
tein, was  our  major  problem.  Because 
of  the  fluid  retention,  the  body  accu- 
mulates so  much  fluid  that  it  can't 
handle  it.  There's  a  circulatory  over- 
load, heart  failure  and  death.  Now, 
what  were  the  results  of  this  maltreat- 
ment? 

"From  1965  to  1971,  when  our 
camp  disbanded,  27  Americans  came 
through  the  camp  in  Quang  Nam. 
Twenty-seven  Americans. 

"Five  of  those  Americans  were  re- 
leased. That  leaves  22.  Now  of  those 
22  Americans  who  were  remaining,  12 
men  made  it  with  me  to  Hanoi.  Ten 
men  died  in  my  arms,  and  I'm  damned 
bitter  about  that,  too. 

"Ten  good  men  died  in  my  arms. 
They  died  of  disease.  Two  men  died 
just  because  it  was  too  hard  to  live. 
"They  both  told  me  once,  they  said: 
'Doc,  I  just  can't  hack  it  anymore,  it's 
too  hard  to  live.'  And  they  took  to 
their   beds    and   they   lay   down    and 


within  a  matter  of  weeks  they  were 
dead,  despite  argumentation,  despite 
tears,  despite  slaps,  physical  abuse  in 
worked.  They  just  couldn't  hack  it 
order  to  try  to  get  them  to  eat,  nothing 
anymore. 

"Now  from  Nov.  28,  1968,  to  Dec. 
2,  1968,  three  young,  good  strong  and 
true  Americans  died  in  my  arms.  One 
week.  This  was,  I  can  assure  you,  the 
most  trying  time  of  my  life.  I  felt  on 
the  edge  of  insanity. 

"We  have  10  or  12  people  sleeping 
on  one  bamboo  bed.  I  would  estimate 
that  it  was  16  feet  long.  I  know  that 
we  couldn't  sleep  on  our  backs.  We 
had  to  sleep  on  our  sides  because  it 
was  too  crowded.  So  these  men  who 
were  sick,  lingering,  dying,  discharged 
all  their  physiological  functions  right 
on  this  bamboo  bed. 

"I  wanted  to  get  this  information 
out  so  that  people  in  the  U.S.,  I  wanted 
them  to  know  about  the  treatment 
that  people  endured  in  South  Vietnam. 
"I  don't  know  why  I  didn't  die.  I 
suspect  it  was  because  of  my  strong 
family  ties  and  the  obligations  that  I 
felt  to  my  wife  and  my  children,  my 
people.  But  I  am  the  only  man  who 
was  captured  prior  to  1968  who  sur- 
vived the  camp  in  Quang  Nam.  The 
only  one.  Everyone  else  is  dead,  and 
many  who  were  captured  after  1968 
are  dead." 

Dr.  Kushner  said  further: 
"Men  would  lie  on  beds  sucking 
their  thumbs,  calling  for  Momma,  and 
it  wasn't  very  pleasant,"  he  said. 
"Some  tried  to  block  out  the  world. 
One  man  sat  on  his  bed  with  a  blanket 
over  his  head  for  two  years,  coming 
out  only  to  eat. 

"Our  men  were  neglected.  There 
was  not  enough  to  eat.  We  got  three 
cups  of  rice  a  day,  not  the  Uncle 
Ben's  rice  you  get  around  here,  but 
rotten,  filled  with  vermin,  with  stones, 
with  rat  feces." 

He  said  he  was  beaten  severely  two 
times,  once  after  he  was  captured  by 
a  15-year-boy. 

"An  officer  who  took  him  away  told 
me  his  parents  had  been  killed  by 
bombs  and  he  couldn't  suppress  his 
anger,"  Kushner  related. 

"Then  in  November  1968,  we  were 
very  hungry,  and  the  camp  commander 
had  a  cat,  about  3  or  4  pounds,  and 
we  killed  it,  and  we  dressed  it,  and 
then  they  caught  us. 

"I    was    singled    out    with    another 
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man,  and  I  thought  I  would  be  killed. 
We  were  tied  up  with  wire,  and  the 
other  guy  was  strung  up  and  he  was 
squealing  like  a  pig  as  they  hit  him 
before  he  collapsed. 

"I  was  hit  in  the  face,  and  I'm  not 
a  very  religious  man,  but  I  prayed  that 
I  wouldn't  fall  down.  I  still  have  the 
scars  of  the  wires  on  my  hands. 

"Then  they  shoved  the  dressed  cat 
in  my  face,  and  I  thought  they'd  make 
me  eat  it  raw.  And  I  was  really  hop- 
ing they  would.  Then  I  thought  they'd 


hang  it  around  my  neck,  and  make  me 
wear  it  a  week,  but  all  they  did  was 
make  us  bury  it." 

The  major  acknowledged  that  he 
had  made  a  series  of  radio  broadcasts 
calling  for  an  end  to  the  war  after  his 
arrival  in  North  Vietnam  and  charged 
that  they  were  "not  voluntary  and  .  .  . 
the  result  of  .  .  .  various  and  compli- 
cated pressures." 

However,  he  emphasized,  "I  do  not 
repudiate  their  content,"  adding: 

"The  theme  of  all  broadcasts  was 


the  same — the  war  should  be  ended 
because  of  its  deleterious  effects  on  the 
United  States  and  the  armed  forces, 
two  entities  which  I  love  beyond  de- 
scription. 

"It  is  because  of  a  profound  love  of 
country  that  I  deplored  the  drain  on 
our  physical,  moral  and  financial  re- 
sources created  by  our  involvement  in 
Indochina  and  I  believe  the  record 
demonstrates  incontrovertibly  that  a 
majority  of  my  countrymen  and  a  ma- 
jority of  Congress  share  this  belief."
